Maladjustments are being promoted in American agricul- 
ture by the continued payment by the government of high 
prices for surplus production. Any prospect that farmers 
can unload on the government anything they cannot sell 
above its figure in the market leads many farmers to over" 
plant. 

Excess petatoes cost the government $200,006,000 in 1948, 
according to Senator George D. Aiken (R), chairman of the 
Committee on Agriculture of the Senate. Not all of this by 
any means was spent for potatoes grown where something 
else was better adjusted to the soil. Fertilizer contributed 
much to the overproduction, but misuse of land figured heav- 
ily. Of this danger of subsidies causing overproduction, Sen- 
ator Aiken recently warned the annual convention of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation: 

A support level that is too high encourages the pro- 
duction of a commodity in marginal areas. The 90 per 
cent support price for potatoes demonstrated this very 
graphically. The 90 per cent support level for the year 
1949 is resulting in the overplanting of wheat by several 
million acres. The 90 per cent support price level on cot- 
ton is already resulting in a return to cotton growing 
in many marginal counties where a satisfactory conver- 
gion to animal industry and other crops was under way. 
There is danger that the 1949 planting of cotton may be 
so heavy that it will take years to effect a return to 
normalcy. 

Yet the present Congress will be asked to perpetuate 
the 90 per cent support price for cotton and some other crops. 
When such dislocations are caused by the continuance for 
a few years of an emergency wartime program, as the fixed 
90 per cent price was, why make this outdated policy per- 
manent?
